Two  offieera,  in  a  peculiar  dreaa,  and 
with  long  and  aleu(^r  white  polea  in  their  handa, 
Btood  on  each  aio^  to  guard  thia  entrance,  aa  if  to  be 
readf  in  caae  ot  the  contingency  of  any  of  na  at¬ 
tempting  to  force  the  iron  doora.  Aa  aeveral  ladiea 
and  gentlemen  came  up  to  thia  place,  and  were 
Btanding  nea-  «a  if  waiting  for  admiaaion,  an  attend¬ 
ant  in  a  long  black  gown,  ornamented  with  abun¬ 
dance  of  taga  and  taaaela,  came  to  them  and  aaid, 
“Theae  gatea  will  not  be  open  till  half-paat  ten.” 

It  waa  a  verger,  There  were  aeren  of  them,  in 
a  aimilar  dreaa,  among  the  crowd.  They  are  the 
door-keepera  of  the  building,  and  form  a  aort  of  ec- 
cleaiaatieal  police,  'o  keep  the  paaaagea  open  and  to 
regulate  themovementa  of  the  crowd.  When  half- 
paat  ten  arrived  the  gates  opened,  and  we  all  pwaa- 
ed  forward  into  the  encloaure.

plied  them  with  all  the  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables 
they  could  need. 

The  next  day  the  natives  aided  the  emaciated 
crew  in  taking  a  sail  from  the  ship,  and  spreading  a 
large  tent  upon  the  green  grass  on  the  banks  of  a 
mountain  atream.  And  here  the  crew  reposed  in 
inexpressible  luxury.  They  bathed  their  limbs  in 
the  pure  water,  and  quaffed  It,  in  its  coolness  and  its 
freshness,  like  Elyaian  nectar.  They  rolled  with 
childish  glee  upon  the  green  grass.  Cocoa-nuts  and 
bananas,  and  lemons  and  oranges,  and  other  luscious 
fruits  of  the  tropics,  were  brought  to  them  in  great 
abundance  by  the  friendly  natives.  In  a  few  days, 
the  disease  which  had  brought  lo  many  of  them  to 
the  verge  of  the  grave,  began  to  disappear.  The  mis¬ 
sionaries,  from  their  little  stuck  of  medicines,  ad¬ 
ministered  to  their  wants,  and  treated  them  with 
fraternal  kindness.  In  the  coarse  of  two  or  three 
weeks,  all  were  restored  to  health  and  vigor.  They 
filled  their  casks  with  fresh  water ;  laid  in  stores  of 
vegetables }  supplied  themselves  with  pigs  and  poul¬ 
try,  and  then,  with  invigorated  bodies  and  rejoicing 
spirits,  they  raised  their  anchors  and  unfurled  their 
sails,  and  departed  on  their  adventurous  way.  Thus 
is  fulfilled  the  declaration  scripture,  that  “  godli¬ 
ness  is  profitable  unto  all  things,  having  promise  of 
the  life  that  now  is,  and  of  that  which  is  to  come.” 
The  labors  of  these  missionaries  were  not  only  in¬ 
strumental  in  promoting  the  moral  elevation,  and 
we  hope  the  final  salvation  of  these  uncivilized  men, 
but  they  also  saved  the  lives  of  these  seamen,  and 
secured  the  success  of  the  voyage  upon  which  they 
had  embarked.  * 

What  a  different  world  would  this  be,  could  the 
spirit  of  Christian  brotherhood  pervade  the  hearts 
of  all  its  inhabitants  I  Could  woe,  oppression  and 
injustice  cease,  and  every  man  look  upon  his  fellow- 
man  as  a  friend,  the  larger  portion  of  the  sorrows 
of  humanity  would  disappear  forever.  And  none  are 
doing  more  to  hasten  the  advent  of  this  happy  day, 
than  those  who  are  aiding  by  their  personal  influ¬ 
ence  and  their  purse,  to  extend  throughout  the  world 
the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Ye  disciples  of  Voltaire  and  of  Paine,  can  you 
show  us  such  a  triumph  as  this?  You  profess  to  be 
humane  men,  lo  love  your  brethren,  to  desire  to  pro¬ 
mote  their  happiness  here  and  hereafter.  Can  you 
show  us  an  instance  in  whioh  the  adoption  of  the 
principles  of  infidelity,  has  been  promotive  of  the 
moral  or  the  physical  welfare  of  an  individual,  or 
of  a  village,  or 


4.  They  have  permitted  the  cares  and  business  of 
the  world  to  eat  out  their  religious  feelings  and  com¬ 
forts.  When  they  were  awake,  the  world  was  re¬ 
duced  to  its  proper  dimensions  in  their  estimate. 
They  then  did  not  love  the  world,  nor  the  things 
that  are  in  the  world.  Their  affections  were  placed 
on  heavenly  and  divine  things.  But  in  an  unguard¬ 
ed  hour,  when  they  were  not  watching  and  praying, 
the  world  came  in  with  a  rush,  and  demanded  their 
attention,  and  filled  their  minds  with  its  cares  and 
perplexities,  and  thus  brought  upon  them  the  deep 
sleep  of  worldlinesa. 

5.  They  have  suffered  their  feelings,  in  many  in¬ 
stances,  to  become  alienated  from  their  brethren. 
What  has  brought  about  this  alienation  may  be  a 
diversity  of  opinion  on  politics,  or  slavery,  or  cases 
of  discipline  in  the  church,  or  rivalship  in  busineu 
or  polities,  or  an  unbridled  tongue.  Whatever  the 
cause  may  be,  the  fact  is  undeniable,  that  such 
alienation  of  feeling  does  really  exist.  Aa  long  as 
Christians  possessed  that  charity  which  '*  sufifereth 
long,  and  is  kind,  envieth  not,  eeeketh  not  her  own,  is 
not  easily  provoked,  thvnketh  no  evil,  beareth  all 
things,  hopeth  all  things  endureth  all  things,  never 
faileth,  astd shall  cover  the  multitude  o/* sins”  they 
were  wide  awake.  But  as  soon  as  they  began  to 
"  bite  and  devour  one  another,”  the  Spirit,  like  a 
peaceful  dove,  flew  away  from  their  bosoms,  and 
they  very  soon  were  fast  asleep. 

6.  Some  Christians  have  dropped  aileep  by 
dreading,  and  guarding  against  religious  excitement. 
They  have  suffered  their  minds  to  dwell  upon  the 
evils  which  are  incident  to  powerful  revivals,  or 
which  have  followed  great  excitements  that  have 
been  “  got  up”  by  an  injudicious  play  upon  the  pas¬ 
sions  of  men,  until  the  very  name  of  revival  awak¬ 
ens  in  them  an  awful  dread,  and  puts  them  upon 
their  guard  against  every  effort  which  may  be  made 
to  arouse  people  from  the  slumbers  of  death. 

7.  While  Christ'ans  have  done  the  above  six 

things  towards  producing  spiritual  slumbers,  it  is 
more  than  possible  that  their  minister  may  have 
jogged  the  cradle,  and  sung  his  lullaby  to  hasten  on 
the  matter.  Ministers  are  not  infallible,  and  though 
they  may  have  struggled  long  and  hard  against  the 
spirit  of  slumber  in  their  people,  yet  it  is  not  very 
uncharitable  to  presume  that  in  some  instances  they 
have  yielded  to  the  drowsy  influences  around  them, 
until  their  manner  of  preaching  has  rather  helped 
on  than  hindered  the  downward  progress  of  their 
congregations.  If  this  be  the  case,  may  they  soon 
discover  it,  and  “  awake  to  righteousness  and  sin 
not.”  E.  D.  K.

England.  It  presents  many  peculiarly  striking  a^ 
peeta  to  American  eyes.  In  the  first  place,  it  is 
finished— unA  has  been  so  for  a  century,  as  I  should 
think.  There  seems  to  be  not  a  building  going  up 
or  undergoing  repairs  in  any  part  of  it,  except  that 
hers  and  there  on  architect  is  replacing  a  buttress 
or  a  moUion  in  some  antique  church,  by  putting  in 
one  exactly  aimilar  to  the  one  which  had  gone  to 
decay.  Again,  a  large  portion  of  the  old  walls  and 
gateways  remain.  In  pursuing  your  way  along  any 
one  of  the  principal  streets  out  of  the  city,  you  soon 
come  to  an  ancient  ponderous  gateway,  with  abroad 
arched  passage  for  carriages  in  the  center,  and  nar¬ 
rower  ones  at  the  sides,  for  pedestrians.  Above 
those  passages,  which  occupy  the  ground  floor,  there 
is  a  sort  of  second  story,  with  loop-holes  for  anows 
or  musketry though  sometimes  these  openings 
have  been  enlarged  into  rustic  windows,  to  fit  the 
premises  for  oecupatioa  by  a  family.  This  second 
story  terminates  in  turrets  or  battlements  above. 
On  each  side  of  this  gateway,  is  an  ancient  well- 
worn  flight  of  stone  steps,  with  stone  balustrades, 
by  means  of  which  yon  may  mount  to  the  top  of  ahe 
walL  This  wall  does  not  now  entirely  surround  the 
city ;  portions  of  it  only  remain,  and  In  some  of  these 
portions  the  top  is  not  accessible,  being  in  a  state  of 
great  dilapidation  and  decay.  On  ascending  the

The  example  of  Christ  was  singular.  No  other, 
corresponding  with  it,  has  ever  appeared  in  the 
present  world.  The  best  of  men  are  only  faint  and 
distant  copies  of  his  excellence.  When  exhibited 
by  him,  it  was  a  novelty;  and  has,  since,  been  al¬ 
ways  new,  as  well  as  always  delightful.  In  this 
view,  it  is  formed  to  engage  attention,  and  command 
a  peculiar  regard. 

It  was  the  example  of  an  extraordinary  person, 
who  taught  wonderful  wisdom,  lived  a  wonderful 
life,  and  wrought  wonderful  miracles.  Such  a  per¬ 
son  naturally  compels,  beyond  any  other,  our  admi¬ 
ration  and  respect ;  an  admiration  mightily  enhanc¬ 
ed  by  a  consideration  of  the  circumstances  in  which 
he  was  born  and  lived,  the  humble  education  which 
he  received,  the  lowly  condition  and  character  of 
those  with  whom  he  consorted,  the  superiority  of 
his  precepts  and  life  to  those  of  all  who  went  before 
him,  and  their  total  opposition  to  those  of  his  own 
contemporaries.  All  of  these  considerations  lead 
us  to  a  full  and  affecting  conviction,  that  his  wis¬ 
dom  was  self- derived,  and  his  life  the  mere  result 
of  his  own  unrivaled  virtue.  Accordingly,  all  these 
facts  astonished  those  who  lived  around  him ;  and 
have  filled  with  wonder  men  of  every  succeeding 
age. 

The  example  of  Christ  is  an  example  of  benevo¬ 
lence  only.  All  his  employments  were  directed  to 
no  other  earthly  end,  than  the  promotion  of  human 
happiness.  His  miracles  were  directed  only  to  such 
objects  as  feeding  the  hungry,  healing  the  sick, 
giving  sight  to  the  blind,  and  restoring  life  to  the 
dead.  His  precepts  and  his  life  terminated  in  illu¬ 
minating  the  soul,  diminishing  the  power  of  sin, 
invigorating  virtue,  and  securing  the  salvation  of 
men. 

It  was  the  example,  also,  of  a  person  struggling 
with  suffering  and  sorrow,  unceasing  obloquy  and 
bitter  persecution.  The  heathen  could  say,  ••  The 
Gods  themselves  behold  not  a  nobler  spectacle 
than  a  good  man  firmly  enduring  adversity.” — 
Christ  was  supremely  good,  and  encountered  ex-

Bdfatt,  August  IStA,  1847. 

My  Dear  Friend — I  am  more  than  overwhelm¬ 
ed  with  work,  and  care,  and  sorrow  upon  sorrow 
preys  upon  my  heart  till  I  know  not  what  to  say, 
nor  how  to  begin  the  many  sad  tales  of  woe  that  I 
have  witnessed  for  the  last  month.  When  your  let¬ 
ter  reached  Dublin,  I  was  on  the  island  of  Arran- 
more,  one  of  the  northern  islands  of  this  devoted 
spot  of  suffering,  containing  1500  inhabitants — a  rich 
little  spot  three  miles  in  length,  cut  off  from  the 
main  land  by  a  channel  of  four  miles — and  these 
inhabitants  have  lived  for  the  preceding  three  weeks 
on  turnip  tops  and  chickweed.  boiled  and  eaten  cold. 
There  are  none  able  to  relieve  on  the  island,  for  all 
are  in  a  like  condition,  and  the  country  for  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  miles  is  almost  an  entire  waste  of 
heath,  mountain  and  bog,  with  but  a  solitary  few  re¬ 
sident  gentry,  and  these  gentry,  to  their  everlasting 
praise  be  it  said,  have  labored  with  all  their  might, 
till  they  must  sink  beneath  the  heavy  burden,  if 
something  permanent  be  not  immediately  done.  I 
s  aid  at  the  Louse  of  one  of  these  gentlemen  near 
Arranmore,  and  c^  I  describe  what  1  there  saw, 
gladly  would  I  do  i|^  From  sunrise  till  late  at  night, 
the  dreadful  fsce»^sx,vieie  looking  in  at  the  win¬ 
dows,  and  the  moans  of-the  emaciated,  starved,  dy¬ 
ing  creatures,  almost  drove  me  to  distraction.  They 
were  nothing  but  skeletons,  and  some  of  them  would 
lie  down  upon  the  grass  under  the  windows  for 
hours.  Mrs.  Foster,  the  lady  of  the  bouse,  never  sent 
one  empty  away ;  and  how  the  family,  whose  means 
are  not  great,  have  subsisted  so  long  without  being 
beggars  themselves,  is  quite  a  mystery.  The  cu¬ 
rate.  who  lived  eight  miles  from  Mrs  Fosiei’s,  hear¬ 
ing  that  I  was  expected,  took  his  horse  after  church, 
and  rode  to  the  place,  and  offered  to  meet  me  the 
next  morning,  and  accompany  me  in  a  boat  to  Ar¬ 
ranmore.  We  went.  A  pilot  boat  was  sent  on  be¬ 
fore  us  to  apprise  the  poor  creatures  that  an  Ameii- 
can  lady,  with  Mr.  Griffith,  was  coming  to  see  them, 
but  they  must  not  trouble  us,  aa  we  had  nothing  f4Mr 
them  that  day.  We  looked  in,  and  some  were  lying 
upon  the  floor  on  a  little  straw,  some  were  sitting 
upon  it,  and  not  one  uttered  a  word  either  of  com¬ 
plaint  or  begging.  In  three  different  huts  they  reach¬ 
ed  out  their  imaciated  hands  with  a  plate  of  cold 
turnip  tops  upon  it,  without  uttering  a  word.  It  was 
more  than  I  could  endure.  I  begged  Mr.  Grififiihto 
take  me  from  tne  island.  “  You  must  see.”  he  an¬ 
swered,  ‘  it  is  the  eyes  that  affect  the  heart.  You 
are  an  American ;  you  can  tell  your  people  that  we 
have  not  lied  to  them  when  we  told  the  tale  of  our 
suffering.”  This  curate  lives  on  a  salary  of  £75, 
with  a  family  of  eight,  and  works  night  and  day. 
He  is  one  of  the  most  faithful,  feeling,  honest-heart¬ 
ed  philanthropists  I  ever  saw.  Do  show  this  to  soma 
rich  rector  or  curate  in  New-York  and  beg  them  to 
send  a  little  to  the  cffiMating  minister  of  Temple- 
crone  parish,  Dougal  county.  The  pilot  took  us  to 
the  grave-yard.  I  asked  who  was  deposited  there. 
“  A  couple  of  days  ago  ”  he  said,  “  a  man  brought  a 
child  tied  to  his  back  by  that  straw  rope  that  lies 
there,  and  when  he  had  laid  it  off*  he  could  no'  bury 
it,  he  was  so  weak ;  and  I  came  and  made  the  hole 
and  put  in  the  boy  with  the  rags  he  bad  about  him 
when  he  died,  and  found  two  others  in  the  same  pit, 
which  the  old  man  had  put  there,  and  the  last  was 
all  belouging  to  him.” 

I  retu.ned  from  that  island  with  feelings  some¬ 
what  new.  I  went  to  Mr.  Griffi  h’s  the  next  day, 
and  a  corpse  had  just  been  put  down  in  his  door- 
yard  by  a  man  who  was  too  weak  to  carry  it  any

too  great  dilapidation  and  decay.  On  ascending  the 
walls,  however,  at  those  points  where  they  are  yet  i 
entire,  you  find  that  they  extend  along  on  the  sum-  1

Within  the  parapet,  the  top  of  i 
the  main  body  of  the  wall  is  flqt  and  smooth,  and  1 
forms  a  deli4htfal  promenade.  You  see,  over  the  i 
parapet,  the  fields  and  hedges,  and  other  rural  fea-  ] 
tores  of  the  country.  On  the  other  side,  towards  < 
the  eity,||pu  look  down  upon  rows  of  cottage-like 
houses,  with  gardens  and  fruit  trees  between  them  I 
and  the  wall — and  upon  quiet  neat  streets,  the  re-  t 
sidence  of  a  humb’e  class  of  citizens,  whose  wives  t 
seem  to  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  keep  the  courts  t 
and  yards  neatly  swept,  the  floors  clean,  and  the  i 
geraniums  and  myrtles  in  their  windows  watered  t 
and  in  order.  i 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  moving  and  bustle  in  the  t 
city  at  midday,  but  it  is  a  very  quiet  kind  of  bustle,  i 
Crowds  of  peasant-like  looking  men,  quaintly  dress-  c 
ed  in  the  fashion  of  the  last  cenlury^walk  to  and  l 
fro.  Donkey-carts  pass  occasionally^^nd  now  and  1 
then  a  carriage.  And  two  or  three  times  a  day,  an  1 
omnibus  from  the  railroad,  with  trunks  and  baggage 
upon  the  top,  drives  gently  and  carefully  up  to  the  I 
door  of  the  inn.  I 

Throughout  the  city,  everything  has  an  expres-  I 
sion  of  antiquity.  The  houses,  though  kept  in  most 
excellent  preservation,  have  forms  which  have  long 
since  passed  away  from  the  art  of  architecture. 
You  are  continually  coming  upon  some  gem  of  a 
church,  small,  irregular  in  form,  tottering,  venerable, 
which  shows  by  its  whole  aspect,  without  and  with¬ 
in,  that  it  was  originally  intended  as  a  very  humble  i 
and  unpretending  structure,  being  of  an  extreme  i 
and  primitive  rudeness  in  its  materials  and  woik- 
manship ;  and  yet  time  has  given  it  a  value  and  a 
charm  wl)ich  are  indescribable,  and  everything  in 
and  about  it  is  now  preserved  with  the  most  scru¬ 
pulous  care. 

But  the  great  point  and  center  of  attraction  in 
York  is  the  Cathedral  church,  called  the  Minster. 
This  minster  stands  in  a  quarter  of  the  city  over 
which  it  seems  to  reign  like  a  queen,  and  the  whole 
of  which  it  seems  to  invest  with  its  own  character 
of  elegant  grandeur.  On  first  approaching  it,  the 
fleet  which  it  produces  on  the  mind  is  impressive 
.  the  extreme.  1  he  enormous  mass  reposes  before 
yon,  with  its  countless  towers  and  turrets,  its  but¬ 
tresses  and  battlements,  in  the  midst  of  a  scenery  of 
parks,  gardens,  chapels,  ruins  and  elegant  residences, 
all  belonging  to  and  in  perfect  keeping  with  itself. 
These  residences  are  occupied  by  the  dean  of  the 
chapter,  the  canons,  and  other  ecclesiastical  digni¬ 
taries  connected  with  the  ^rvice  of  the  Cathedral, 
and  living  in  elegant  leisure  upon  its  incomes. 

I  hare  been  spending  several  days  in  town,  chief¬ 
ly  for  other  purposes,  but  in  part  for  the  sake  of  at¬ 
tending  divine  service  in  the  cathedral  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath.  In  going  over  the  empty  edifice,  with  a  verger 
for  a  guide,  in  the  middle  of  the  week,  we  see  only 
the  shell  aa  it  were — a  skeleton,  lifeless  and  deso¬ 
late.  But  in  joining  the  congregation  who  come  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  divine  service  to  worship 
within  its  walls,  we  seem  to  see  the  vast  structure 
animated  with  its  own  proper  soul.  It  is  awake  to 
life.  It  is  fulfilling  its  function. 

I  accordingly  waited  till  the  hour  of  service  on 
Sunday  morning,  before  visiting  the  interior  of  the 
cathedraL  Before  the  ordinary  door  of  entrance, 
on  the  southern  side,  I  found  a  great  square  of  steps, 
worn  thin  and  sloping  on  every  side  by  the  foot¬ 
steps  of  centuries.

It  is  an  example,  in  iiself  pre-eminently  beautiful 
and  lovely.  His  meekness,  gentleness,  humility, 
compassion,  and  universal  sweetness  of  disposition, 
are  not  less  distinguished  than  his  greatness  and 
glory.  Solomon,  beholding  his  character  in  distant 
vision,  exclaimed.  He  is  the  Chief  among  ten  thou 
sand,  and  altogether  lovely!  David,  in  propheiic 
view  of  the  excellence  of  his  life,  exclaimed.  Thou 
art  fairer  than  the  sons  of  men  I  Gud  the  Father, 
beholding  him  with  infinite  complacency,  announc¬ 
ed  his  character  to  the  world  with  a  voice  from 
heaven.  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am 
well  pleased.  To  these  divine  declarations  all  vir¬ 
tuous  beings  have  subjoined  their  Amen. 

Finally,  it  is  an  example  in  which  divine  wisdom 
and  excellence  united  with  the  must  perfect  human 
mind,  coinciding  with  all  its  designs,  and  guiding 
it  to  unmingled  excellence.  To  the  amiableness 
and  beauty  of  the  most  finished  created  virtue,  were 
superadded,  and  united,  the  authori  y  and  greatness 
of  the  Divinity,  by  which  the  mind  was  inhabited. 
The  combination,  therefore,  was  a  combination  of 
all  that  is  lovely  with  all  that  is  awful,  exalted,  and 
divine.

When  the  islands  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  were  first 
discovered  by  Europeans,  some  of  the  natives  were 
found  very  timid  and  friendly ;  while  others  were 
fierce,  treacherous  and  warlike.

Life-A  Contrast

Not  long  since,  the  writer  waa  called  to  minister 
at  the  bed-side  of  two  dying  youths.  They  were 
young  men  of  the  like  age  and  standing,  and  moved 
in  the  same  circle.  There  was  much  in  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  each  to  admire,  and  in  death  they  were  greatly 
lamented.  The  one  was  a  man  of  study,  the  other 
of  business.  The  former,  two  years  before,  had 
graduated  with  honor  at  one  of  the  colleges  of  New- 
England.  The  impress  of  intellect  was  on  his  brow, 
and  the  fire  of  genius  flashed  in  his  eye.  His  mind 
was  gifted  and  highly  cultivated.  He  set  his  mark 
high,  and  no  toil  or  striving  was  omitted  in  order  to 
reach  it.  He  was  ambitious  and  studious,  resolved 
on  fame  and  success  in  the  profession  which  he  had 
chosen.  His  plans  for  life  were  laid,  and  all  was 
hope  and  expectation,  when,  as  from  a  cloudless  sky, 
a  thunderbolt  descended  and  struck  him  down. 
That  death,  which  in  his  mind  was  a  great  way  efif. 
bad  suddenly  overtaken  him  in  the  race ;  paleness 
and  trembling  came  upon  him ;  he  struggled  against 
the  stern  mandate  with  all  the  energy  of  hope  and 
determined  resolution,  but  he  was  forced  to  yield, 
and  tear  himself  away  from  life,  and  die.  Ob,  the 
anguish  of  that  heart  as  hope  died  within,  and  a  mor¬ 
tal  darkness  gathered  round  him,  and  the  bitter  cup 
of  death  was  forced  to  his  lips  I  I  will  not  paint  the 
scene ;  it  was  painful  to  behold.  Touched  with  a 


The  crew  escaped,  in  their  boats, 
to  the  shore ;  and  before  they  were  discovered  by  the 
natives,  succeeded  in  constructing  a  fort  for  their 
defense.  The  natives,  however,  soon  found  them  ; 
and  after  a  long  and  bloody  battle  all  of  the  sailors 
were  slain  except  two  little  boys,  whose  lives  were 
spared.  One,  after  the  lapse  of  many  years,  escaped 
on  board  a  whaleship  which  stopped  at  the  island. 
The  other  has  never  been  beard  from.  * 

Such  was  the  condition  of  these  islands  when  the 
American  missionaries,  taking  their  lives  in  their 
hands,  went  among  them  to  Christianize  tbe  inhab¬ 
itants.  The  missionaries  were  ridiculed,  opposed 
and  traduced  by  thousands  at  home,  and  they  endur¬ 
ed  every  species  of  privation  and  hardship  from  the 
habitations  of  cruelty  in  the  midst  of  which  they 
took  up  their  abode.  Gfod  smiled,  however,  upon 
their  exertions,  and  soon  these  wild  men  and  women 
turned  from  their  idols  and  their  sins,  and  cultivated 
the  arts  of  peace. 

A  few  years  after  the  missionaries  had  commen¬ 
ced  their  labors,  an  American  whaleship  came  in 
sight  of  an  unknown  island  in  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
They  had  been  for  six  months  cruising  in  search 
of  their  gigantic  game,  without  having  seen  any  land. 
Scurvy,  that  terrible  scourge  of  seamen,  had  seized 
one  after  another  of  the  crew,  till  there  were  not 
enough  left  in  health  to  navigate  the  vessel  in  safety. 
Scurvy  is  a  disease  caused  by  living  a  long  time 
upon  salted  provisions,  without  any  vegetables.  And 
the  sufferers  are  almost  immediately  restored  to 
health,  when  they  can  breathe  the  fresh  air  of  the

The  Eloquence  of  Whitefield. 

The  last  number  of  the  North  British  Review 
contains  an  eloquent  sketch  of  the  leading  evan¬ 
gelical  characters  who  rose  in  the  English  church 
about  the  time  of  the  revival  in  the  days  of  Wesley 
Whitefield.

Many 
have  outshone  him  in  the  clearness  of  their  logic, 
the  grandeur  of  their  conceptions,  and  the  sparkling 
beauty  of  single  sentences ;  but  in  the  power  of 
darting  the  gospel  direct  into  the  conscience  he 
eclipsed  them  all.  With  a  full  and  beaming  coun¬ 
tenance,  and  the  frank  and  easy  port  which  the 
English  people  love — for  it  is  the  symbol  of  honest 
purpose  and  friendly  assurance — he  combined  a 
voice  of  rich  compass,  which  could  equally  thrill 
over  Moorfields  in  musical  thunder,  or  whisper  its 
terrible  secret  in  every  private  ear :  and  to  this 
gainly  aspect  and  tuneful  voice  he  added  a  most  ex¬ 
pressive  and  eloquent  action.  Improved  by  consci¬ 
entious  practice,  and  instinct  with  his  earnest  na¬ 
ture,  this  elocution  was  the  acted  sermon,  and  by 
its  pantomimic  portrait  enabled  the  eye  to  anticipate 
each  rapid  utterance,  and  helped  tbe  memory  to 
treasure  up  the  palpable  ideas.

land,  and  eat  freely  of  fruits  and  herbs, 
this  ship,  several  thousand  miles  from  the  South 
American  coast.  The  crew  were  emaciated  and  dy¬ 
ing.  Before  them  rose,  in  all  the  beauty  of  tropical 
luxuriance,  one  of  those  islands  of  the  ocean,  which 
appear  to  the  mariner,  weary  with  gazing  for  months 
upon  the  wide  waste  of  waters,  like  the  garden  of 
Eden.  But  they  dared  not  approach  those  shores. 
A  foe,  more  treacherous  and  dreadful  than  disease, 
they  apprehended  there.  The  club  of  the  savage, 
and  the  demoniacal  revels  of  the  cannibals  dancing 
and  shouting  around  their  roasting  victims,  were 
more  to  be  dreaded  than  death  by  slow  and  linger¬ 
ing  approaches  in  the  ship.  They  dared  not  draw 
near  the  shore,  for  they  were  too  feeble  to  prevent 
the  natives,  should  they  come  out  in  large  numbers 
in  their  canoes,  from  climbing  up  the  sides  and  tak¬ 
ing  possession  of  the  ship.

If  they  have  once  known  the 
blessedness  of  being  awake,  wbat  in  the  world  can 
have  induced  them  to  go  to  sleep  again  ?  I  will  tell 
you. 

1.  They  have  fainted,  and  become  negligent  tn 
prayer.  When  they  were  awake,  and  wanted  to 
keep  awake,  they  prayed  without  ceasing.  The 
hinges  of  their  closet  doors  were  not  suffered  to  rust 
through  disuse.  Many  times  a  day  they  prayed  to 
their  Father  who  seeth  in  secret,  and  received  an 
open  and  abundant  reward.  They  did  not  deem 
time  spent  in  secret  devotions  as  lost  time.  They 
learned  by  experience,  the  truth  of  the  old  proverb, 

“  Prayer  and  pr^ender  hinder  no  man.”  The  week 
day  prayer-meetings  also  gave  evidence  that  Chris¬ 
tians  believed  that  “  praying  breath  was  never  spent 
in  vain.”  They  knew  that  “  prayer  makes  a  Chris¬ 
tian’s  armor  bright,”  and  that 

“  Satan  trembles  when  he  sees 

Tbe  weakest  taint  upon  his  knees.” 

But  they  have  also  had  sad  experience  of  the 
truth,  that  “  Restraining  prayer,  we  cease  to  fight.” 
If  Christians  had  continued  instant  in  prayer,  it 
could  not  be  said,  “they  are  asleep.”  But  their 
slumbers  have  been  deep  and  undisturbed  just  in 
proportion  as  they  have  neglected  prayer. 

2.  They  have  neglected  also  to  watch.  While 
they  were  on  the  look-out,  they  were  not  drowsy,  j 
The  exercise  of  watching  kept  them  awake.  Whether 
they  were  watching  against  the  approach  of  evil,  or 
watching/or  opportunities  to  receive  good  and  to  do 
good,  their  eyes  were  kept  open,  and  they  felt  no  in¬ 
clination  to  sleep.  But  the  moment  they  became 
tired  of  watching,  and  began  to  neglect  this  import¬ 
ant  and  useful  exercise,  they  fell  asleep. 

3.  They  have  ceased  to  make  laborious  efforts. to 
advance  the  eau  e  of  Christ  When  they  were 
awake,  and  desired  to  remain  so,  they  arere  con¬ 
stantly  asking  “  What  tbe  Lord  would  have  them  to 
do  ?”  They  felt  that  they  could  not  do  enough  for 
Him  who  had  done  so  much  for  them.  They  strove 
to  grow  in  grace,  and  to  increase  in  Christian  know¬ 
ledge.  The  people  of  God  shared  largely  in  their 
prayers  and  efforts.  Their  exertions  to  convert  sin¬ 
ners  from  the  error  of  their  ways  were  unremitted, 
and  often  successfaL  They  were  forward  in  Sab¬ 
bath  schools,  and  in  Tract  distribution.  Whatever 
needed  to  be  done,  they  were  ready  and  cheerlnl  to 
do.  This  constant  and  wholesome  exercise  kept 
them  wide  awake.  Bat  as  a  laboring  man  soon 
foils  asleep  when  he  sits  down  and  becomes  inae-

Several  persons  were  collected 
before  the  door  and  under  the  ancient  archway,  wait¬ 
ing  for  the  doors  to  be  opened.  The  number  thus 
waiting  gradually  increased,  until  at  length  the  gates 
gave  way,  and  tbe  crowd  pressed  in.  We  found  our¬ 
selves  in  the  midst  of  a  forest  of  clustered  columns, 
rising  out  of  the  smooth  stone  pavement  which  ex¬ 
tended  far  and  wide  on  every  side.  These  columns 
were  terminated  above  at  a  vast  bight  by  groins  and 
archea,  beyond  and  through  which  we  could  see 
long  ranges  of  windows  of  stained  glass.  Here  and 
there  were  monuments  of  great  variety  of  form  and 
structure,  some  against  the  walls,  some  in  niches 
and  recesses,  and  some  built  upon  the  floor,  with 
carved  and  sculptured  canopies  of  stone  over  them. 
In  one  place,  at  the  base  of  a  pillar,  there  was  a 
great  iron  cage,  arithin  which  lay  upon  the  stone 
floor  a  form  so  shapeless  and  discolored  from  the 
cflGKU  of  age,  that  it  waa  impossible  to  tell  whether 
it  was  originally  a  rude  efifigy  in  stone  or  a  mummy. 
In  the  meantime  people  came  continually  in,  until 
there  arere  soon  several  hundreds  walking  to  and  fro 
over  the  great  expanse,  across  the  transepu,  or -up 
and  down  the  aisles,  or  going  out  at  the  various 
doors  which  conducted  them  into  green  yards  of 
very  varied  forms,  and  ornamented  arith  gravel 
walks  aad  parterres  of  flowers.  These  doors  were 
of  old  oak,  eaten  away  by  time,  and  with  enormous 
bars,  and  hinges,  corroded  and  wasted  to  mere 
akektona  by  rust.  The  hum  and  reverberation  of 
all  these  footsteps  filled  the  whole  vast  structure 
with  a  mormuiing  sonnd,  above  which  we  could 
hear  the  chiming  and  tolling  of  the  bells  in  the  lofty 
taweva,  which  seemed  as  remote  and  os  subdued  in 
tone  as  if  it  came,  like  distant  thunder,  from  the 
sky.

His  thoughts  were  possessions, 
and  his  feelings  were  transformati  ms ;  and  if  he 
spake  because  he  felt,  his  hearers  understood  be¬ 
cause  they  saw.  They  were  nut  only  enthusiastic 
amateurs,  like  Garrick,  who  ran  to  weep  and  trem¬ 
ble  at  his  bursts  of  passion,  but  even  the  Walpole 
school  were  surprised  into  momentary  sympathy 
and  reluctant  wonder.  Lord  Chesterfield  was  list¬ 
ening  in  Lady  Huntingdon’s  pew  when  Whitefield 
was  comparing  the  benighted  sinner  to  a  blind  beg¬ 
gar  on  a  dangerous  road.  His  little  dog  gets  away 
from  him  when  skirting  the  edge  of  a  precipice,  and 
he  is  left  to  explore  the  path  with  his  iron-shod 
staff.  On  the  very  verge  of  the  clifiT  this  blind 
guid-3  slips  through  his  fingers,  and  skims  away 
down  the  abyss.  All  unconscious,  its  owner  stoops 
down  to  regain  it,  and  stumbling  forward— “  Good 
God!  he  is  gone!”  shouted  Chesterfield,  who  had 
been  watching  with  breathless  alarm  the  blind 
man’s  movements,  and  who  jumped  from  his  seat 
to  save  the  catastrophe.  But  the  glory  of  White- 
field’s  preaching  was  its  heart- kindled  and  heart¬ 
melting  gospel.  But  for  this  all  his  bold  strokes 
and  brilliant  surprises  might  have  been  no  better 
than  the  rhetorical  triumphs  of  Kirwan  and  other 
pulpit  dramatists.  He  was  an  orator,  but  he  only 
sought  to  be  an  evangelist.  Like  a  volcano  where 
geld  and  gems  may  be  darted  forth  as  well  as  com¬ 
mon  things,  but  where  gold  and  molten  granite 
flow  all  alike  in  fiery  fusion,  bright  thoughts  and 
splendid  images  might  be  projected  from  his  flam¬ 
ing  pulpit,  but  all  were  merged  in  tbe  stream  which 
bore  along  the  gospel  and  himself  in  blended  fer¬ 
vor.  Indeed,  so  simple  was  his  nature,  that  glory 
to  God  and  goodwill  to  man  having  filled  it,  there 
for  little  more.  Having  no  church  to

God’s  Registry. 

Our  heavenly  Father  keeps  a  registry  of  his  fami¬ 
ly  in  appropriate  books.  But  what  sort  of  books  are 
those  which  Clod  keeps?  Oi  e  old  writer  calls  them 
thus — Liber  providentiae.  liber  memori^liber  con- 
scientoB  liber  monumentorum,  liber  veridmis,  et  liber 
vitae.  But  what  did  he  mean  by  this  classification  ? 
Doubtless  he  meant  the  following  things : 

1.  Liber  providentiee,  the  book  of  providence.  In 
this  volume  God  records  all  the  acts  of  his  own 
works.  “And  in  thy  book  were  all  my  members 
written,  when  as  yet  there  was  none  of  them,”  Psal. 
139 :  15.  “  A  sparrow  is  not  forgotten,  the  hairs  of 
our  head  are  numbered,”  Matt,  10 :  28,  30. 

2.  Liber  memoriae,  the  book  of  God’s  memory. 
In  this  book  is  found  regularly  entered  the  actions 
of  men.  “  A  book  of  remembrance  was  written  be¬ 
fore  him  for  them  that  feared  the  Lord,  and  that 
thought  upon  his  name,”  Mai.  3:  17.  From  this 
book  “  God  will  bring  into  judgment  every  secret 
thing  whether  it  be  good  or  evil,”  Eecles.  12 :  14. 

3.  Liber  conscienliae,  the  book  of  conscience. — 
This  book  contains  a  record  of  accusations,  and  ex¬ 
cuses,  not  exciUpations,  observe,  but  excu  sings,  re¬ 
lative  to  the  soul.  This  book  is  not  so  much  for 
judicature  as  for  witness.  “  If  our  heart  condemn 
us,  God  is  greater  thaq  our  hearts  and  knoweth  all 
things,”  Rom.  2 :  15 ;  1  John  3 :  20.  There  is,  how¬ 
ever,  a  perverse  conscience,  which  wholly  condemns 
—a  doubtful  conscience,  which  aei'her  wholly  con¬ 
demns,  nor  yet  aeqniu — and  a  peaceful  conscience. 

4.  Liber  monimentosum,  the  book  of  monuments. 
The  acu  and  monuments  of  God’s  people  are  re¬ 
ferred  to  ia  the  Bible.  “  God  is  not  unrighteous  to 
forget  their  works  and  labor  of  love,”  Heb.  6  •*  Iff- 
The  eleventh  chapter  to  Hebrews,  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles,  and  sixth  chapter  of  2  Epistle  to  the  Co¬ 
rinthians,  are  records  of  the  doings  and  sufferings  ol 
some  of  God’s  first-born.  God  ihreaiens  false  pro¬ 
fessors  that  “  they  shall  not  be  written  in  the  writing 
of  the  house  of  Israel,”  Ezek.

And 
coming  to  his  work  direct  from  communion  with 
his  Master,  and  in  all  the  strength  of  accepted 
prayer,  there  was  an  elevation  in  his  mien  which 
often  paralyzed  hostility,  and  a  self-possession 
which  only  made  him,  amid  uproar  and  fury,  the 
more  sublime.
